Each  year,  the  Martindale  Student  Associates  Honors  Program 
selects  twelve  juniors  from  across  all  three  of  Lehigh's  undergraduate 
colleges  for  induction  as  Martindale  Student  Associates.  During  the 
14-month  program,  the  students  conduct  individual  research  and 
write  professional  quality  academic  papers  pertaining  to  the  economy 
and  society  of  a  foreign  nation  for  publication  in  our  undergraduate 
research  journal,  Perspectives  on  Business  and  Economics. 


This  year's  country  of  focus  was  the  United  Kingdom.  Students 
were  prepared  for  their  task  through  a  series  of  on-campus  classes 
featuring  guest  speakers,  including  local  faculty  and  representatives 
from  the  New  York  City  Consulate  and  Trade  Commission  of  the 
country  of  study.  The  group  went  to  Washington,  D.C.,  for  briefings  at 
the  U.K.  Embassy,  the  U.S.  Department  of  State,  and  other  relevant 
organizations.

In  London  they  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  a  series  of  Google  technology  talks  organized  by 
Martindale  alumni  who  live  and  work  there,  and  participated  in  the  Alumni  Association's  "Lehigh  in  London"  event.

Our  lives  are  made  up  of  moments.  Moments  of  clarity, 
heartache,  inspiration,  triumph,  impact.  The  thing  about  these 
moments  is  that  they  ultimately  shape  our  lives.  College  is  a  time  to 
explore,  create  and  realize  who  we  want  to  be. 

From  the  moment  that  you  are  sitting  alone  in  your  dorm, 
grossly  unaware  of  what  the  next  four  years  have  in  store,  to  the 
moment  you  get  handed  your  diploma  and  you  see  your  mom 
smiling  in  the  crowd  as  you  walk  across  the  graduation  stage,  and 
everything  inbetween. 


When  we  are  asked  to  think  about  moments,  we  initially 
remember  the  "big  things.”

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Scenes  from  the  fall  Club  Fair  on  August  28th,  201 7 
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The  Mountain  Hawks  started  off  the  season  with  a  1  -0 
victory  over  LIU  Brooklyn,  the  second  consecutive  year  that 
the  team  opened  with  a  win.  Although  the  next  few  games 
were  tough  for  the  Mountain  Hawks,  they  still  were  able  to 
outshoot  opponents  and  control  possession,  preparing  them 
for  improved  performance  later  in  the  season. 


The  201 7  season  was  another  year  of  successful 
growth  for  the  Mountain  Hawks.  In  Coach  Caitlin  Dallmeyer’s 
second  season,  the  team  finished  5-13,  however  much  of 
the  success  came  outside  of  their  wins  and  losses.  In  the 
end,  the  program  reached  five  wins  for  a  second  straight 
season  for  the  first  time  in  10  years.  Additionally,  they 
allowed  only  an  average  of  1 4. 1  shots  per  game,  the  fewest 
since  2007,  resulting  in  six  games  with  one  or  fewer  goals. 


In  the  second  half  of  the  season,  Lehigh  picked 
up  three  victories,  including  a  3-2  Senior  Day  win  over 
Georgetown  along  with  a  1  -0  win  at  a  Colgate.  The  Mountain 
Hawk’s  proudest  achievement  of  the  201 7  season  was  their 
1  -0  shut  out  over  Lafayette.  After  a  scoreless  regulation-time 
game,  the  Mountain  Hawks  were  able  to  score  in  overtime  in 
order  to  secure  the  win  over  the  Leopards  for  the  first  time  in 
1 3  years.  With  help  from  that  win,  Lehigh  also  finished  the 
year  ahead  of  Lafayette  in  the  Patriot  League  standings  for 
the  first  time  since  2007. 


Beyond  any  of  the  statistics,  the  successes  for 
the  Mountain  Hawks  this  year  were  validation  that  Coach 
Dallmeyer’s  championship  culture  is  making  an  impact.  The 
team  is  working  hard  in  the  offseason  and  excited  to  begin 
an  even  better  201 8  season.
